Bramble's Game Son Wins the
Kentucky Derby in a

Furious Finish.

His Triumph Due to the Superior
Horsemanship Displayed by

Willie Sims.

THOUSANQS WATCH THE RACE.

Another Victory for Michael F. Dwyer's
Colors Scored by the Sprinter,

Harry Reed, in th»
First Race.

Louisville, Ky., May 6..The running of
the twenty-second Kentucky Derby was the
magnet which drew a crowd of 15,000 to
Churchill Downs this afternoon. The day
was beautiful, and every available con¬

veyance was brought into use. And those
who came were satisfied, for they saw one

of the best contested races ever run over

this course. Ben Brush, the game son of
Bramble, winning by a short head, through
Situs's desperate riding. Ben Eder was

the horse who gave him such a hard race,
and Tabor, who rode him, did all in his
power to get his mount home in front, amid
the shouts of the crowd, who were anxious
to see a Western horse win.
The Derby this year has created more

than the usual interest, and everybody
expected to see a great race, though nearly
all conceded it to Ben Brush, who went to
the post at 1 to 2. Eight started, Will Wal¬
lace at the last moment deciding to let
The Winner stay in. Loki, Sir Vassar and
Kewarder were scratched. There was some
3 to 5 against Ben Brush, but it was soon
gobbled up, and 1 to 2 was the best at
post time, with First Mate second choice
at 3 to 1 and well played for the place.
Ulysses went back to 10, Semper Ego to
12 and Ben Eder to 15 to 1.
The horses were started with the flag

and had been at the post fifteen minutes
when Colonel Chinn sent them away to a

good start. Semper Ego showing in front
as they swung around the bend, with the
others in a close bunch. Passing the stand
Thorpe let First Mate go to the front
under a pull, with Semper Ego. The Win¬
ner and Ben Brush next and Ulysses last,
a position he kept during the remainder of
the race.
Thorpe kept First Mate In front until the

first mile was covered, when Ben* Brush,
Semper Ego and Ben Eder came to him,
the four horses swinging into the stretch
close together. Ben Brush and Ben Eder
drew clear of the others in the run home,
and from the furlong pole it was a. hard
urive, with Ben Brush getting the verdict
by a very narrow margin. A sixteenth
from home Ben Eder was a neck In front,
and with jockeys reversed would have won.
First Mate cut it badly in the last quarter
and Semper Ego beat him five lengths for
third money.
The Dragon was two lengths behind First

Mate, with The- Winner a poor sixth, and
Brown Dick's Ulysses beaten off. The
time *-07%. considering the going, which

in dust, was very good.
The Uiiv uunal time was 13, 25, 37, 49%,
1:02%. 1:15%. r:28%. 1:42%, 1:55. 2:07%.
The winner was loudly cheered. His

owner, M. F. Dwyer, and his son occupied
positions In the timer's stand.
Ben Brush is entered In the Clark Stakes

to be run next Tuesday, and the Schulte
Stakes to be run on the following Saturday.
He will start in both. If nothing happens.
He is also in tl)e Oakley Derby, to be run
May 21, and will not have to carry any
penalty for winning to-day's event, as it
was only worth $4,850 net to the winner,
and tht> conditions In the Oakley Derby
only call for three pounds penalty for win¬
ners of a $5,000 stake.
Mr. Dwyer also won the first race with

his sprinter. Harry Reed, who won pull¬
ing up in fair time. There were sixteen
books in the ring and all did a lively busi¬
ness. St. Shlveller broke down so badly

the last race that he may have to be
^troyed.
The rumor that Dunols, the crack two-
ear-old from the Scoggan string, -?_« dy¬

ing Is untrue. The colt is recovering rap¬
idly from the kick he received at Lexing¬
ton. j

TJie running of the Derby at Louisville is
one of the chief events of Western turf.
While the Derby is occasionally accredited
to a horse of moderate calibre, as, for ex¬
ample, Chant, in 1894, yet the winner
usually figures later on as a high-class
handicap performer. Since 1S82, when
Apollo was first past the post, the race has
b en won by the following horses: 1883,
Leonatus; 1884, Buchanan; 1885, Joe Cot¬
ton; 1886. Ben Ali; 1887; Montrose; 1888,
Macbeth II.; 1889, Spokane: 1890, Riley;
1891, Kingman; 1892, Azra; 1893, Lookout;
1894, Chant, and 1S95, Halma.

On* of Mr. Appleby's Homebred Youngsters,

Heavily Backed, Earns Brackets
at Aqueduct.

If attendances continue up to tlielr pres¬
ent standard at Aqueduct, President Reilly
and his associates will have no reason to

complain of their prejiminary Spring meet¬
ing. Fully twenty-five hundred people
were at the track yesterday. The racing
¦was close and exciting. Mr. Pettiugill was
iu good form, getting the horses away
promptly. In the fourth race, especially,
an almost perfect start was effected.
There were some little further, though

perhaps unimportant, changes in the bet¬
ting arrangements. Members of the newly
formed betting club drew for positions.
They had the preference, and non-members
of the club were obliged to be content with
such places in the enclosure as were left.
In explanation of this departure, It v. as

said that to give preferred positions to
members of the betting club, all of whom
are responsible men, would be in a measure

protection to the public. The chauge at
any rate seemed to have the indorsement of
about all the" leading men in the enclosure.
The day's sport was notable in that the

first really "good thing" of the season was

put through. This was Mr. L. O. Appleby s

filly Ellerdie, by Knight of Ellerslie.Tudie.
in the second race. She was heavily backed,
George Wheelock leading the onslaught
and forcing her price down from 5 to 1 to
7 to 5. Ellerdie won very easily in rather
slow time for the half mile, 0:52%. She is
one of Mr. Appleby's own breeding, a fine,
big, rangy filly, and may probably be a use¬

ful sort later on. Arthur K., who finished
second, ran a good race, getting away last.
Charade and Prig were both well backed

for the first event, the former being appar¬
ently the preference of most of the plung¬
ers. Prig forced the running, Phoebus sec¬
ond, into the stretch, where Charade moved
up on the rail. The latter seemed to have
the race in hand up to the last hundred
vards, when Eclipse came with a rush on
the outside. It was a very close fit, and
one in which there was a chance for argu¬
ment because Charade finished on one side
of the track and Eclipse on the other. Cha¬
rade got the verdict.
In the third race The Native was backed

bv a few who knew of his recent good
work. He won by a head, although his
headstall slipped, after a hot contest with
Beloved and Irish Keel. The last got away
in front, and made the running inter the
stretch, where she began to stop. The Na¬
tive it will be rembered, was bred by Mr.
J 6 Donner, of the Ramapo Stud. Mr.
Douner refused $10,000 for him early last
season as a two-year-old. but he broke
down and later was disposed of at a very
moderate figure. George Newton, who has
been handling him this Spring, intended to
throw him out of training a fortnight ago
and give him an application of the faring
Irons. But he showed a fast half mile. anc_
was persevered with. Such are the uncer¬
tainties of racing. ,

Llllle Mills, favorite for the fourth race,
led into the stretch. There Alakuma came
along and won easily. In the last race Drei-
bund. Addle. Agitator and Rosedale were
all well supported. Rosedale ran through
from last place around the turn, assumed
the lead on the backstretch, and looked all
over a winner at the head of the stretch.
In the run home, however. Addle, who had
moved up from fourth, successfully chal¬
lenged, and beat him out half^a ^ngth^

Two-Year-Olds Are Not Show¬
ing Any Speed in Their

Preparatory Work.

It May Be That They Are an Ex¬
ceptionally Inferior Lot

at Westchester.

DORIAN DOES A USEFUL MILE.

King Arthur 11. Is Not Likely to Ever
Stand Training Again, His Old

Trouble Having Coma
Back on Him.

During the early morning hours It was

pleasant at Westchester yesterday, but
about 7 o'clock a cold northwest wind blew
up, and overcoats were In order. The going
was in good condition, and plenty of useful
moves were seen, but of really fast work
there was none.
In connection with this point the two-

year-olds in training at Westchester are

either very backward or very bad. A few
have Worked half miles In 0:50, but a colt
with any pretensions to stake form ought
to work the last half of the Withers mile,
with 118 pounds on his back, in 0:48, and
five furlongs in 1:02. The fastest I have
seen a two-year-old work the latter distance
in this year is 1:04%, so that, if time, in w.ork
is any criterion, this is a poor showing.
At the same date in any of the last half
dozen years at least a dozen two-year-oids
have shown better thau 1:03*4 over the
Brooklyn course, which is considerably
slower than the last five furlongs of the
Withers mile.

FELLAFTLRTHE ELEVATOR
Robinson Jumped Off at th« Fourth Floor

Lost His Balance and Plunged
to His Death

A fatal accident occurred yesterday morn¬
ing In the building in course of erection nt
No. 109 West Eighteenth street. At ten
minutes before 8 o'clock, six workmen, in¬
cluding David Robinson, stepped upon an
elevator to be taken up to the fifth story,where they were employed. The car con¬
sists of a rough platform, covered with a

fable roof of light boards. It Is propelled
y electricity, the motor being on the ground

floor, from which point it is controlled bythe operator.
The car started upward at a rapid rate

and when it reached the fifth story came in
contact with some heavy planks. The oper¬
ator at the foot of the shaft brought the
car to a sudden stop and the men, thinkingthat the elevator was about to give way,
became greatly excited. The man at the
motor then reversed the machine and the
car started downward.

When the fourth floor was reached
three of the men, one of whom was Robin¬
son, jumped off. The latter, however, lost
his balance and fell backward. The car had
descended so rapidly that Robinson did not
overtake it. His body shot through the air,
head downward.
At the second floor his head struck an

Iron beam, fracturing his skull. When the
elevator had reached the ground floor Robin¬
son's almost lifeless body came crashingthrough the flimsy roof of the car.
He died within a few minutes. Robinson

was unmarried and boarded at No, 340 West
Thirty-fifth street.
